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e. Hours of Operation. 1 : Specific advance' approval by the Deputy Commander 
for Operations, or his representative, is. required for all operations during 
hours of darkness . Base Operations and the Control Tower will be in operation 
whenever traffic is expected. During night flights, aircraft will remain, at 
an altitude which will. clear all surrounding terrain until arrival over the 
station. Due to the lack of adequate lighting and the close proximity of 
mountainous terrain, letdown will not to started until the aircraft position 
is definitely determined to be over the navigational aid fixing point for 
initiation of penetration.
